Formal Hearing for 47 Bailey Road with homeowner, Linda Menkis, 
presenting. 

Plans are for restoration and repairs to the house and an addition on the east elevation 
including the addition of new windows. The current staircase will be removed. 
Areas for restoration and repairs that will be like for like: 

Restore windows, dormers, front door, windows. 

Replace aluminum gutters 

New roof 

Plans for addition: 

Extend the first floor out to the current deck and a five-foot bump out on the 2" floor to 
extend the roofline. Adding a deck to the 2" floor, a new door, new windows, new 
staircase.

Cedar clapboard siding 
Marvin Signature Double Hung windows.

Plans for siding 
repair and replacement to be like for like. Cedar shingles and clapboards and details will 
match existing. 


Commissioner Gervais made a motion to approve the exterior renovation project which 
will maintain the like for like replacement. The monitor will work closely with the owner 
regarding the repairs to match the existing house.

9:00pm. Formal Hearing for 63 North Union Street Presenters: Erin Hayes and 
Miriam Roberts, homeowner. 

Plans: Remove decking and replace with Azek composite material, replace footings, 
wooden posts, wooden spindles, railings, and front lattice work. The plan is to bring the 
footings up to code. The footings are not visible. All other areas will be replaced like for 
like to match existing materials and design. 


Commissioner Shaeffer made the motion to accept designs and the proposal for repairing 
and replacing the porch using all wood elements as close as possible to match for the 
posts, spindles, lattice work and railings. The flooring will be a mahogany composite 
Azek material. 


Gutters and downspouts made of aluminum will be replaced with like material. 
The motion was 2nded by Commissioner Meister. All voted in favor of the motion.

9:15pm. Informal Discussion for 85 Irving Street with Matt and Meghan Weiss, 
homeowners and Brian Militana, architect. 


Plans: Sunroom addition to the southeast corner of the east elevation. 
Discussion: 


Consider incorporating the bay window in the sunroom addition. When designing the 
sunroom, consider the overhang feature of the roof to match the existing design. 


A hearing will be scheduled in the future. 


Old Business: Follow up regarding plans for memorial gathering for Bob Botterio. Plans 
have not yet been made. 


Discussion regarding document from the Town of Arlington regarding the installation of 
cell tower devices. A decision was made that the installation of the cell tower will not be 
permitted in front of historically significant houses and structures in Arlington. Also 
include in the document reference to include the Arlington Historical Commission and the 
Inventory in the certificate of appropriateness. Additional comments to share include how 
this may be setting a precedent for other cell companies to make this same request and 


how this will impact our streetscapes visually and some grammatical suggestions to the 
document.
